veloping on the Pacific coast.

But it was evident that some­ 
thing had gone wrong.

Populace Tense 
People were tense and nervous. 
Small detachments of soldiers pa­ 
trolled the streets. 
Then came reports today that 
King Zog was rushing men and 
munitions to Valona, the strong 
point on the coast, and the clos­ 
est port to Italy , 60 miles across 
the Adriatic. 
Valona is Italy ’s most import­ 
ait sphere of influence in Alban­ 
ia. It is the oil field center and, 
being so close to Italy , is vital 
in any plan to bottle up the Ad­ 
riatic. 
Albania's little army numbers 
only about 13,500 men, but every 
able man is liable for service. 
Italy occupied the country af­ 
ter the World War and refused 
to get out. In J une 1920, the Al­ 
banians rose against them and 
drove them into Valona. Then the 
Italians left. 


J t'GOSIAV ARMY 
HEADS CONFERENCE 
BELGRADE, J ugoslavia, April 
6.—(UP)—Reports spread today 
that all J ugoslav army command­ 
ers had been ordered to Belgrade 
for consultation regarding Italy 's 
demands on Albania. 
It was said that divisional com­ 
manders also might be summoned 
to join in a general discussion as 
part of which army chiefs virould 
give their opinion of the situa 
tion which might arise if Italy 
occupied Albania. 
Threatens Action 
Italy notified the government, 
it W'as announced, that it intended 
to take measures “ to protect its 
interests in Albania.” 
The Italian 
attitude 
toward 
Albania 
was 
convey ed 
to the 
J ugoslav 
government by Carlo 
GaUi, the Fascist ambassador to 
Turkey , who is in Belgrade on a 
special mission. 
He informed the government 
that if Albania does not satisfac- 
torially meet Italian demands "in 
a reasonable time,” Italy will 
undertake energetic measures to 
insure her interests in Albania.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Brit- were responsible for the U. S. re- 
ain’s sudden decision to turn and 
stand for Polish independence is 
supposed here (quite authorita­ 
tively ) to have been based on an 
inside tip Premier Chamberlain 
received indicating Hitler was pre 
paring a bold blow 
threatening 
the very life of the British empire. 
The blow was not anticipated 
in Poland of course as the Poles 
are remote from the empire jugu­ 
lar vein. It was probably a plan 
ned J apanese stroke against the 
British at Singapore or the Far 
East, or a scheme of Mussolini to 
take the control he wants in the 
Suez canal. The exact nature of it 
is not definitely known here, if 
indeed it was known to Chamber- 
lain. 
The Russians apparently receiv­ 
ed the same tip. 
At least they 
acted accordingly . 
The Reds are 
t \Veak in defense, but not so ab­ 
jectly feeble as to be uninterested 
in maintaining Poland and Ru­ 
mania as barriers 
against the 
Nazis, if they understood this to 
be the British purpose. Their un­ 
willingness to join the British 
game was announced first through 
their official press (there is no 
other in Moscow) with the omin­ 
ous explanation that the Reds do 
not trust British foreign policy . 
* 
* 
* 
This current European situa­ 
tion is, therefore, regarded by the 
calmest unprejudiced ey es here as 
being political—and not military . 
The issue simply is who is going 
to run whom on the continent. 
The showdown is nearer but not 
necessarily at hand. 
Two eventualities are consid­ 
ered probable. 
Either Hitler will 
not cross the Rubicon, drawn in 
pencil by Chamberlain, in Poland 
and Rumania, and will call off his 
dogs and settle down to mind his 
* own business, or he will now at­ 
tempt to establish his supremacy 
as the undisputed master of Eu­ 
ropean 
political 
affairs. 
The 
choice is his, and authorities here 
suspect he will choose the first 
dburse. 
He might 
take Danzig, 
for instance, but not the Polish 
corridor, for he could get away 
with the first, but not the latter. 
If inside German reports are to be 
} trusted Hitler fears 
war more 
than Britain and France and will 
limit his loot to what he can get 
away with. 
(Incidentally no one 
seems to consider Mussolini very 
seriously , except as a tool of Hit­ 
ler.) 
All of which means, authorities 
here do not expect war 
Mr, Hull was not shooting in the 
air with his circuitous statement 
that 
Germany ’s 
trade 
policies 


fusing the reich admission to the 
reciprocal trade partnership. 
Hull’s buckshot will be found in 
the hide of the German charge 
d’affairs here, Hans Thomsen, not 
in 
that 
of 
German 
econom­ 
ics Minister Funk, to whom his 
blast purportedly was addressed. 
Known inside facts of the situ­ 
ation are these: 
Thomsen recently gave Inter­ 
national News service a solicited 
interview on German economics, 
in which he asserted 
the reich’s 
willingness to enter a reciprocal 
trade agreement if the United 
States would “ come half way .’’ 
Thomsen said Germany was pre­ 
pared to buy 500,000 bushels of 
wheat, 500,000 bales of cotton, 30,- 
000 tons of dried plums and 110,- 
000,000 pounds of lard. There was 
a kickback from the farm belt up­ 
on publication of the inference the 
state department had blocked sur­ 
plus farm sales to “ stop Hitler.” 
Hull, naturally , could not take 
official cognizance of a statement 
published in the form of an inter­ 
view. Yet the congressional reac­ 
tion to the story demanded some 
kind 
of 
swift 
counter-action. 
Hence, the shot-gun charge at 
Funk, which served the double 
purpose of 
answering Thomsen 
and 
putting 
him 
on 
warning 
against further interviews of that 
nature. 
What aroused Hull’s Tennessee 
mountain spirit more than his 
hard-bitten statement would dis­ 
close to an unadvised reader, was 
Mr. Thomsen’s implication that 
Germany was prepared to spend 
stupendous millions of dollars (not 
barter) in this country for farm 
products. 
This, they say around 
the state department, is like the 
man who wants to bet y ou a mil 
lion dollars while his bank ac 
count 
contains about $14.25 
on 
hand. 
Downtown diplomats were like­ 
wise afraid of the effect of Thom­ 
sen’s statement in congress, where 
the farm bloc cares less about Hit­ 
ler than about finding an outlet 
for surplus cotton.

Plant hybridists 
have 
finally 
succeeded in effecting a cross be­ 
tween the African and the French 
marigolds. 
To the uninitiated 
this 
may 
sem a very 
easy 
m atter, 
but 
it has presented a problem to 
hybridists over the years. Strange 
to say, the African marigold is 
not a native of Africa, it is real­ 
ly a Mex ican and South Ameri­ 
can species. 
The French m ari­ 
gold is likewise a native of Mex ­ 
ico and South America. 
The new marigold, 
for 
the 
present, has been called “Red 
and Gold Hybrid.” 
After the 
plantlets have 
developed 
their 
true leaves, a noticeable differ­ 
ence in coloring of stems and 
foliage will be apparent. By sav­ 
ing the reddish plants and dis­ 
carding the light green plants, 
one will secure very handsome 
and interesting flowers with var­ 
ious proportions of red and gold 
markings. 
Marigolds thrive in any ordi­

VINES FOR ROMES 


Sow the seeds of these annual 
vines to relieve the unsightliness 
of bare walls and fences, to screen 
unpleasant vistas and buildings, 
to supply temporary beauty as ar­ 
bor covers while slower growing 
perennial vines are taking root 
rhey may be used to cover porches 
and +runks of trees, to act as 
ground covers on slopes and banks 
and to supply coloring over trees 
in dense shade, in which annual 
climbing and trailing vines are 
utilitarian plants. 
The Black-eyed Susan (Thun- 
bergia Alata) is a very desirable 
annual trailer for a sunny spot. It 
will spread about four feet and 
pro 
duce 
innumerable 
single 
blooms in the warm buff and or­ 
ange shades, with black centers. 
In Summer one always delights 
in having birds in the garden, so 
why not grow the Canary Bird 
vine (Tropaeolum Canariense), a 
member of the same family as the 


Nasturtium. 
It produces bright 
yellow flowers, which, when half 
opened, have a fanciful likeness to 
canary birds. This plant is con­ 
sidered one of the most interest­ 
ing yellow-flowered vines we have. 
The flowers are clear in color and 
fringed. The leaves are delicately 
cut, five-lobed, and light green in 
color. 
It is one of the quickest 
growing 
vines 
and 
reaches 
a 
height of fifteen or twenty feet in 
a season. 
The Cardinal Climber (Ipomea 
Quamoclit Slouteri) 
is 
a 
very 
graceful and beautiful vine with 
fernlike feathery foliage. The flow­ 
ers are like miniature morning 
glories usually one to one-and-a- 
half inches across, cardinal scarlet 
in color, and produced in great 
abundance in from five to seven 
blooms in a single cluster. It is a

reaching twenty-five feet in a sin­ 
gle season.

The China aster is one of the 
show flowers among the annuals. 
Though not related to the chrys­ 
anthemums it has many points of 
resemblance—both are natives of 
China, both have been developed 
into an amazing variety of forms 
and colors from an original small 
single flower, and both are at their 
best in the fall. 
Asters have been grown in this 
country since revolutionary days 
and 20 years ago it was the most 
popular 
annual, 
but 
in recent 
years many am ateurs have be­ 
come discouraged because of the 
diseases which attacked them. 
Of these, two are most preval­ 
ent, the wilt and the yellows. The 
first is usually present in the 
soil, and the second 
is 
insect 
borne. Resistant strains are grown 
on wilt infected soil; seeds from 
plants which thrive in this en­ 
vironment has been 
saved 
and 
grown for generations in similar 
surroundings until a race which 
refuses to 
wilt 
has 
been pro­ 
duced. 
While not specifically immune 
to yellow’s, the resistant strains 
are so vigorous that many plants 
will survive the latter disease, 
provided all w'hich show infection 
are destroyed as soon as detected. 
Asters 
need 
an early start; 
they cannot be set out 
before 
danger of frost is past, but their 
season to m aturity is so long they 
need to be started early. 
This 
makes them ideal subjects for the 
indoor box or cold frame. 
The silver medal winner, Early 
Giant Light Blue, is of the Crcgo 
or ostrich feather type. 
Its pet­ 
als are curled and interlaced in a 
most 
attractive 
manner. 
With 
good culture it will produce flow­ 
ers five inches in diameter, on 
three foot stems. 
Wilt resistant asters may be ob­ 
tained in all types, and colors 
and should be used wherever dif­ 
ficulties in growing this lovely

He 
poin ted out th a t it would direct th e atten tion of 
th e coun try again to th e outrageous swin dlin g th a t 
we received in th e last w ar an d would probably 
stan d as a rem in der of th e dan ger we n ow face. 
Sen ator Lodge’s own words on th e subject were 
able an d eloquen t, an d th ey fin d a fam iliar ech o in 
th e feelin gs of th e ran k an d file American . 
His speech in cluded th e statem en t: 
“Th ere are 
coun tries today th a t eagerly desire th e frien dsh ip 
an d support of th e Un ited States, an d th a t situa­ 
tion m igh t possibly color th eir views tow ard a 
proposition of th is kin d. 
We h ave th e ex am ple o f 
Fin lan d wh ich did pay its debt, an d we hav e the 
ex ample of Irelan d, wh ich w en t even furth e r and 
assumed a debt wh ich , accordin g to a stric t legal 
con struction , sh e did n ot h ave to assume, and paid 
th at debt. 
I men tion th ese in stan ces o f charac­ 
ter an d h on esty amon g n ation s as som eth in g 
that 
is refresh in g to th in k about a t th is tim e.” 
1 h ose words, “ch aracter an d ho nesty ,” are big 
on es in th e view of th e average citizen in present 
day a ff^ rs. 
Th ey did n ot mean en ough to hav e the United 
states Sen ate act favorably on the amendment, but 
th ey brough t out th at we can o nly judge the fu­ 
ture by the past. 
If th ere was n o character and ho nesty in past 
relation s, sh all th ere be such in future relatio ns? 
America m ust go slo wly to day . Slo wer to fo llo w

On March 6 , Representativ e Ro b- 
sio n o f Kentucky , in a remarkably 
able and info rming address in Co n­ 
gress, an address which ev ery o ne 
sho uld read, po inted o ut o ne aspect 
o f this co lo ssal Teapo t Do me. Mr. 
Ro bsio n said: 
“ If the present sessio n o f Co ngress 
appro priates no mo re than President 
Ro o sev elt has called fo r in his Budget 
and o ther messages, an additio nal 
$10,000,000,000 will be appro priated, 
so that fo r the 7 y ears o f the Ro o sev elt 
Administratio n there will hav e been 
appro priated and turned o v er to his 
administratio n mo re than $6 7 ,000,- 
000.000. This is an eno rmo us sm 
o f 
mo ney . We canno t appreciate ho w 
much it is. It is a sum greater than was 
appro priated by all the Co ngresses 
under 26 o ther Presidents fro m March 
4, 178 9 , under Geo rge Washingto n, 
do wn to the signing o f the Armistice 
o n No v ember 11, 19 18 —mo re than 129 
y ears. With that v ast sum o f mo ney 
the 26 Presidents paid o ff the debt o f 
the Rev o lutio n, fo ught the War o f 
18 12, the Mex ican War, the Civ il War. 
the Spanish-American War. the Wo rld 
War, and all o f o ur Indian wars. We 
bo ught the Lo uisiana Territo ry . Flo r- 
1u3, 
Gadsden Purchase, Alaska, 
the Philippine Islands, and Puerto 
duS the Panama Canal; spent 
billio ns o f do llars impro v ing o ur riv ­ 
ers, harbo rs, and highway s; built a 
merchant marine fleet; and paid the 
v eterans and their wido ws and o r- 
PitJ L8 their P?nsio ns: and carried o n 
all the activ ities o f the go v ernment." 


There are smaller Teapo t Do mes, 
such as the Demo cratic campaign 
handbo o k with the President’s auto ­ 
graph and po litical pressure ex er­ 
cized thro ugh the distributio n o f re­ 
lief funds, as rev ealed by the Shep­ 
pard Co mmittee. There are o ther un­ 
sav o ry things o f the same general 
so rt, but o nly o ne mo re will be men­ 
tio ned. It is co ncerned with silv er. 
The .id o f that reputed scandal has 
no t y et been lifted, and canno t be un­ 
til the United States Senate depo ses 
the Senate Silv er Co mmittee, which 
sits o n that lid, and pro ceed: to in­ 
v estigate. 
The general nature o f the reputed 
scandal was rev ealed by Mr. Chesly 
Manly in a series o f articles written 
in the Chicago Daily Tribune. Octo ­ 
ber 27 -29 , 19 36 .

Startling disclo sures o f ho w inter­ 
natio nal speculato rs and their ad­ 
v isers co nceiv ed the New Deal’s

bro kerage ho uses and fro m the co r­ 
respo ndence o f these pro pagandists 
and manipulato rs.

leading New Dealers and the specu­ 
lato rs reaped eno rmo us pro fits in sil­ 
v er transactio ns as a result o f their 
dictatio n o f the mo netary po licies and 
their intimate co ntacts in Washingto n. 
Co rrespo ndence sho ws that two 
ex -internatio nal bankers pro po sed the 
impo rtant mo netary acts ado pted by 
the New DeaA while they were en~ 
gaged in selling an adv iso ry serv ice 
to speculato rs and were inv o lv ed in 
direct silv er speculatio ns. 
“ The v ast implicatio ns o f this scan­ 
dal nev er will be kno wn unless there 
is an ex haustiv e Senate inquiry , with 
the po wer o f subpo ena and access to 
reco rds o therwise inaccessible." 
Mr. Manly named names, and gav e 
amo unts—eno ugh to guide adequately 
any co mpetent inv estigating Co m­ 
mittee.
